MOSCOW, Thursday.—Soviet units 
commanded by General Kolosov have 
foiled a German attempt to encircle 
them in the region of Melitopol, 
on the Southern front, says a Red Star 
espatch from the front.

WAR SUPPLIES FOR 
AXIS FOUND 
WASHINGTON, Thursday. — Large 


supplies of essential war materials con- 
signed to Axis-dominated countries 
have been discovered at various storage 
ints in the United States, the U.5. 
Vic. Fáiltiú, Mr. Wallace, an- 
nounced to-day. “A reliminary 
survey of the port of New York alone 
has indicated that as many as a 
thousand car-loads of critical materials 
are involved,” he said. Half a million 
pounds of aluminium, seven hundred 
thousand pounds of tinplate, and 1,500 
tons of iron and steel products were 
discovered in a single railway yard at 
Hoboken, New Jersey.—(Reuter.) 


RUSSIAN COMMUNIQUE 


MOSCOW, Thursday.—The war 
communiqué issued by the Soviet In- 
formation Bureau to-night states :— 
“ During October 9 our troops fought 
the enemy along the whole front. The 
fighting was particularly fierce in the 
directions of Vyasma, Briansk and 
Melitopol. On October 7 34 German 
‘planes were destroyed. We lost 17. 

‘* Twenty-five German ‘planes 
attempted to raid Murmansk, but were 
repulsed. Eight enemy ‘planes were 
brought down in air combats. Nine 


German airmen who baled out were 


taken prisoner. 

"The Germans drove a wedge into 
our defence line in one central sector, 
and hurled large Panzer forces into 
action. Resisting the enemy's on- 
slauglit, Colonel Katu':ov’s unit de- 
stroyed or captured over 30 tanks, 19 
anti-tank guns and crews, nine lorries 
loaded with infantry, one anti-aircraft 
battery and one heavy gun. Over 400 
Germans were killed. ' : 

“ While resisting fierce attacks on 
the South-Western Ukraine front, a 
Soviet unit killed in’ three days over 
500 officers and men, and destroyed 
seven tanks, many guns, mine-throwers 
and lorries loaded with infantry. They 
captured 16 guns of various calibre, 
one anti-aircraft gun, many lorries and 
motor cycles, five tractors, large 
quantities of mines, ammunition, and 
various military equipment.

WITHHELD BONUS 
TO BE RESTORED 


ABOUT £90,000 is believed 
"4 to be involved in the de- 
cision of the Minister for 
ucation, officially conveyed 
esterday to the Irish National 
eachers’ isation, to re- 
store to hundreds of teachers 
throughout the country the in- 
crements and bonuses withheld 
from them since 1932, following 
the introduction of a qualifica- 
tion demanding a certain stan- 
dard of ability to teach through 


the medium of Irish. 


THE REPAYMENTS 


The regulation, which since has been 
known as Rule 77, set up a standard 
in Irish teaching, and withdrew from 
those teachers who failed to gain 
the standard, certain increments and 
bonuses which they formerly had en- 
joyed. 

As a member of the organisation 
said to an /rish Times reporter last 
might: “It was a punitive measure, 
which sought, in a negative way, to 
force teachers to acquire sufficient 
knowledge of Irish to enable them to 
teach through the medium. In some 
cases the repayment will amount to 
as much as £200 to individual 
teachers. ' 


LEGAL DECISION 


In its ofhcial announcement, the De- 
partment states that the decision to 
restore the amounts due, taken by the 
Minister for Education in concurrence 
with the Minister for Finance, arises 
out of the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the test action, McInerney 
v. the Minister for Education. The 
Em which was fought successfully 
M the plaintiff was, that a teacher 
already teaching in the service could 
not be affected by a new rule, and the 
Department's action was declared to 
be illegal. 

Announcing the revision of the 
affected salaries, and the payment of 
the revised rates as from the lst inst., 
the Department states that it is pro- 
posed to pay the arrears accruing under 
the decision up to the Wth September, 
1941, in two jnstalments—one as soon 
as possible in the current financial year, 
and the second in the financial year 
1942-43. As an exception to this 
general arrangement, any amount not 
exceeding £25 will be paid in full, and 
in the case of amounts between £25 
— £50, the first instalment will be 


In all other cases the first instal- 
ment will be one-half of the total 
amount calculated. 


REPORTED COUP D’ETAT 
IN PANAMA 


PRESIDENT SAID TO 
HAVE FLED 


It was learned to-night that Presi- 
dent Arias of Panama has fled, and 
his whereabouts are not known, says 
an Assocated Press message from 
Panama City last night. 

It was reported that the Supreme 
Court had sworn in Ernesto Jaen La 
Guarida as Provisional President. 


It was disclosed that President 
Arnulfo Arias fled by air at 
5.50 a.m, on Tuesday for Barran- 


ouila, Columbia, after which he went 
to Cuba, and eventually to Havana, 
where he was remaining incognito, 

Arias was said to have used his 
mother’s name when he fied without 
designating an Acting President. 

Arias has never been too friendly 
toward the United States, and his pro- 
visional successor was described as 
more inclined toward collaboration. 

The United States, which maintains 
‘a strong garrison in the Panama Canal 
zone, was reported to have recalled all 
soldiers from leave, and to have 
manned all defence posts. The country 
remained quiet. 


RADIO REPORTS 


Radio reports from Panama City, 
picked up in New York, says Reuter, 
state that a coup d’état has taken 
place in Panama. The radio reports 
are not confirmed from cther sources, 
but a Washington desnatch says that 
Mr. Cordell Hull stated yesterday that 
he. was aware something was happen- 
ing in Panama, though nothing tan- 
gible had yet been received. 

According to a radio report, Govern- 
ment Secretary De La Guarida is 
ruling, and a number of Panama City 
leaders, including the Mayor, are im- 
prisoned. 


NEWSPAPER STAFF 
ARRESTED 


Further radio reports, says a New 
York telegram, indicate that employés 
of the Government-owned Panama 
newspaper including printers and mes- 
sengers, have been arrested. 

A ring »f police has been thrown 
around the city jail. 

The United States Ambassador and 
Consul-General are said to be in close 
touch with the situation, and all 
United States soldiers have been coe 
out of Panama for the past forty-eight 
hours. Leave for United States officers 
wishing to depart from the Isthmus 
has been cancelled. 

The arrest of the staff of the news- 
paper 7’ribuna is interpreted, the radio 
reports state, as indicating that the 
coup detat is a move towards 
democracy rather than towards the 
Axis. A number of officials under the 
absent President have also been 
arrested, and the chief of police has 
been replaced. 

The streets of the city are calm, 
and ther: has been no violence of any 
kind.

WAR-TIME UNEMPLOYMENT 


War time a could strip 
many homes of the comfort and 
security won by years of saving, and 
might reduce the power of recuperation 
after the war. 

“It is,” said Mr. Lemass, ' the 
primary cause of the new tide of emi- 
gration which is now flowing. It can 
be the cause of social unrest and, there- 
fore, a danger even to our national soli- 
darity.’’ Do 

He did not suggest that it was within 
their power to prevent serious conse- 

uences to the nation or to many in- 
Dividants, but he thought they could, 
if they planned rightly and got the 
fullest degree of wabilic co-operation in 
carrying out their plans, limit its exten- 
sion and mitigate the hardships. it 
could cause. A total of 17,000 went 
to Great Britain to work in the four 
months ended August, but that figure 
included a number of migratory 
workers from Donegal and Mayo who 
habitually went to Great Britain for 
harvest work. The number of migra- 
tory workers was estimated at 9, in 
1937. It was a fact, nevertheless, that 
during the past four months there had 
been a considerable increase in appli 
cations for travel permits, and there 
were signs that the movement had not 
yet exhausted itself. 


THE ISSUE OF PERMITS 


It had been proposed that the 
Government shoudl prohibit this em- 
gration. That, if adopted, would re- 
present a very drastic use of autho- 
rity in- the case of a State which was 
not at war. The State was undoubtedly 
entitled to comma; the services of its 
citizens in times of urgent necessity, 
but it would be i. entirely different 
matter to restrict the movement of 


citizens for whose services there 
was no immediate demande at 
home. To obviate any danger of 


the country’s man power ning so 
depleted by emigration as to endanger 
the supply of labour required for the 
production of food and fuel and other 
necessary work, the Government had 
decided to make arrangements whereby 
the recruitment of workers for employ- 
ment outside the country would be 
brought under official supervision and 
control. 

Except in the case of migratory agri- 
vultural labourers from Denies and 
Mayo, travel permits would not be 
issued to persons until there had been 
a specific examination of individual 
circumstances by a local officer of the 
Depa'tment of Industry and Commerce, 
and a formal decision given that the 
applicant had not endl the 9B imme- 
diately available for him. -It. had been 
arranged with the British authorities 
that all applications for employment 
made direct by Irish citizens to the 
British Ministry for Labour would be 
referred back here for examination. 
The British authorities had shown 
themselves disposed to conform to any 
arrangements which the Irish Govern- 
ment considered necessary. 

““ The active personal recruitment of 
workers by agents of British employers 
will cease,’’ said Mr. Lemass. Persons 
desiring on their own initiative to seek 
work abroad could register at an Em- 
ployment Exchange, but only those not 
employed, or for whom there was no 
prospect of employment, would be per- 
mitted to travel. | 

While the provision of work at home 
was the real solution of the problem, 
he pointed out that in present circum- 
stances it could be availed of only to a 
limited extent. They could not now 
promote new industries, and it might 
be impossible to maintain existing ones. 
If Government efforts could have only 
a very limited success it was due 
altogether to insuperable difficulties. 


PRICE CONTROL 


Mr, Lemass said he admitted that 
their price control system was not 
completely effective, and it would not 
be until they had a wider public 
realisation of the part the individual 


citizens must play in. making 
it so. The Courts could only 
act on evidence, and unless the 


victim was prepared to give evidence 
the prosecution could not succeed. Up 
to now citizens were prepared to leave 
it to the Department's mspectors, to 
whom they rarely offered assistance. 
Frequently members of the public com- 
pounded the offence by agreeing to con- 
ceal it in consideration of securing 
supplies to which they were not en- 
titled. That the wrong outlook per- 
sisted was amply demonstrated recently 
in Dundalk and Drogheda, where milk 
vendors were charging prices sub- 
stantially higher than those fixed by 
Order for milk, and although the 
Government actually provided a supply 
of milk at the fixed price the majority 
of the consumers continued to pay the 
excessive rate, and thus gave moral as 
well as material support to the 
profiteers. 

Order No. 83, which was designed to 
control profits and wages, and so pre- 
vent inflatfon, was not immutable, and 
if a case could be made that special 
circumstances in a pesrticular occupa- 
tion justified a modification of the 
Order, such modification would be 
made. It was the primary duty of 
Labour leaders, no doubt, to consider 
the special interests of workers; but 
they must not leave the wider mterests 
of the nation out of consideration. If 
they agreed that their wider interests 
necessitated in present circumstances 
the maintenance of control of wage 
movements, he was prepared to meet 
them to discuss special cases, so as to 
remove anomalies. 


WINTER WORK 


Mr. Lemass dealt with the problem 
of unemployment in the coming winter 
and next year. Because the. problem 
was largely due to a shortage of many 
important materials, the works pro- 
gramme which they could initiate to 
cope with it was also restricted. It had 
been suggested that they should de- 
velop a large building programme, 
although one of the most prolific causes 
of existing unemployment was the en- 
forced restriction o ME, because 
oí the scarcity of materials. The exist- 
ing supply of timber, whether imported 


or native, cut or standing, was 
probably all would have until 
after the war. It must, therefore, be 
| reserved for the essential purposes. At

the moment the Government was 
urging local authorities to undertake 
preliminary development, such as the 
reparation of sites, roads, drains and 
oundations, and were asking them to 
propose other works; the Government 
would see that no properly prepared 
programme would be delayed for lack 
of money. 

In rural areas the need for in- 
creased agricultural production should 
create additional employment next year, 
but there would be in addition a greatly 
expanded programme of turf produc- 
tion. One of the main problems in this 
connection was that population was 
thinnest where the most work could be 
done. The Government had approved 
a plan for temporary accommodation 
for 10,000 workers in bog areas, and the 
hastily devised plans which operated 
during the past summer would he 
expanded. For the limited season in 
which the actual winning of turf was 
racticable, it was expected that no 
ess than 50,000 workers could be 
employed. Steps were being taken to 
develop coal and other mineral 
resources. Through the activities of 
the Emergency cientific Research 
Bureau means had been found of begin- 
ning the production of many chemical 
products without which a number: of 
important activities would have to 
cease. During the past few days steps 
were taken to form another company to 
undertake ship-repairing and construc- 
tion. 


INDUSTRIAL SUPPLIES 


The Army offered an avenue of em- 
ployment to younger men. There was 
practically no limit to the number of 
recruits which the Army would take. 
The Army desired particularly to obtain 
the recruitment of ambitious young men, 
as almost all new commissions to officer 

rades were the result of promotions 
rom the ra The country’s out- 
look in respect of industrial supplies 
was in some respects substantially 
better than it was some months ago, 
because they now had a number of 
ships on the seas carrying supplies. 
Although these ships must be occupied 
mainly in bringing essential foods, 
there would oe cargo space to meet 
the more urgent demands of industry, 
and, barring accidents, the situation 
should steadily improve.

BRITISH FIGHTER 


OFFENSIVE 
SHIPPING FIRED AND 
DESTROYED 


“ Royal Air Force fighters have 
carried out a number of offensive patrols 
over the Channel and occupied terri- 
tory,” said last night’s Air Ministry 
communiqué. 

“In the Calais area an enemy fighter 
was destroyed as it was taking off. 

‘“ At Ostend an enemy seaplane was 
destroyed at its mooring, and shipping 
in the harbour was attacked. One supply 


skip was set on fire and another 
damaged. A flak ship was also 
Vamaged. Off the Cherbourg Penin- 


pula a small enemy tanker was set on 
fire. ' 

‘None of our aircraft is missing 
from these operations.” 


RAIDING BOMBER 
SHOT DOWN 


The British Air Ministry last night 
stated :— 

“An enemy bomber which ap- 
proached the South coast this afternoon 
was shot down into the Channel by 
our fighters. Otherwise there is nothing 
to report during daylight to-day.’’ 


TURKISH CHROME 
FOR GERMANY 


VICHY,  Thursday.—The 
Agreement between Germany 
Turkey was signed to-day, says an 
Istanbul despatch. Signatories were 
von Papen, German Ambassador, and 
Dr. Clodius for Germany, and M. 
Sarajoglu, Turkish Foreign Minister, 
and M. Menemenjoglu, Minister of 
Justice for Turkey. 

Under this agreement Germany is to 
get chrome from Turkey in 1943, when 
the Anglo-American chrome monopoly 
lapses. Chrome supplies for Germany 
in 1943 are conditional, however, on 
the full delivery in the meantime of 
armaments ordered by Turkey from 
Germany.— (Reuter. )

MISSIONS RETURN 
FROM MOSCOW 


“FIGHT TO A FINISH” 


Members of the British and Ameri- 
can missions, newly back from Moscow, 
strolléd about the platform of a British 
railway station yesterday, unrecognised 
by the crowds making their way to and 
from the trains. 

Lord Beaverbrook, the leader of the 
British mission, and his party were in 
the best of spirits. He would not talk 
about the conferences, but said: “ The 
Russians are stout-hearted people. For 
obvious reasons I cannot tell you any- 
thing about what happened in Moscow, 
but I can tell you we have had a very 
pleasant journey home.”’ 

Admiral Stanley, one of the American 
mission, was more talkative. He had 
some encouraging words about the 
morale of the Russians. “ The 
Russians,’ he said, “ are determined to 
fight this through. My impression is 
that if the Germans succeed in taking 
Moscow, the Russians are prepared to 
move their line back and continue the 
struggle. 

“They are not down-hearted. The 
Germans may have temporary suc- 
cesses, but I do think these successes 
will not discourage the Russians. I 
am sure they will fight to a finish.’’- 

The morale of the Russian people 
surprised him 

““Thev are standing up to the strain 
much better than I expected them,’’

man U-boat has surrendered, 
says the Press Association. 


The Lady Shirley is now at Gib- 
raltar, with the prisoners. Her only 
fatal casualty was the gun-layer. 

On receipt of the detailed report, 
immediate consideration will be given 
to other awards for the successful 
action, states the Admiralty, which 
described the encounter in the follow- 
ing communiqué :— 

“A large Cannan U-boat has sur- 
rendered as a result of a most spirited 
action on the part of H.M. trawler, 
Lady Shirley (Lieutenant-Commander 
A. H. Callaway, R.A.N.V.R.) 

“The Lady Shirley was on patrol 
when a U-boat was sighted on the sur- 
face. The U-boat immediately dived, 
and the trawler attacked with depth- 
charges. These forced the U-boat to 
the surface. and she was at once en- 
gaged by the Lady Shirley with her 
4-inch gon and machine-guns. 

“Some of the crew the U-boat 
tried to man their gun. but they were 
stopped by the machine-gun fire from 
the trawler. The U-boat opened fire 
with machine-guns from the conning 
tower, and the gun-layer of the Lady 
Shirley’s four-inch gun was killed. 

“ His place was at once taken by 
Sub-Lieutenant F. E. French, R.N.R. 
who kept the gun in action and scored 
several hits on the U-boat. 

‘‘ Seaman W. Windsor and Seaman 
S. Halcrow, who were manning the 
Lady Shirley's machine-guns, in us 
of both being wounded kept t eir 
machine-guns in action until the U- 
boat surrendered. 

“The gun-layer, Seaman L. W. 
Pizzey, was the only fatal casualty in 
H.M. trawler Lady Shirley. The next- 
of-kin have been informed. 

“After having been hit by several 
four-inch shells, the U-boat crew held 
their hands above their heads and 
shouted that they surrendered. 

“The Lady Shirley 
ceased fire, and the U-boat sank. 

‘‘Survivors from the U-boat were 
rescued from $tf sea, one of whom ex- 
pressed admiration for the way in 
which the action had been fought by 
H.M. trawler, Lady Shirley, against a 
larger and better-equipped adversary. 


MAXIMUM PRICES 
” FOR FIREWOOD 


Two Orders have been made by the 
Minister for Supplies fixing the maxi- 
mum prices at which standing timber 
for, firewood or for other purposes may 
be sold. 

The maximum retail prices of fire- 
wood blocks not exceeding 10 inches in 
length or diameter have also been fixed 
at. the following rates :— 

60s. per ton delivered in the County 
Roreaah of Dublin and the 
Borough of Dun Laoghaire ; 

50s. per ton delivered in the County 
Servashe of Cork and Lime- 
rick; and 

40s. per ton delivered 
remainder of the State. 

For all other classes of firewood the 
maximum retail prices have been fixed 
at 4s. per ton less than the prices 
mentioned. 

The maximum price at which stand- 
ing timber for firewood may be sold is 
fixed at 7s. 6d. per ton.

“We heard it said indeed that this 
European war was not a real war and 
that the contendmg armies would re- 
main behind their impregnable fortifi- 
cations and never really fight. Since 
then—in these past two tragic years— 
war has spread from continent to con- 
tinent. Very many nations have been 
conquered and enslaved; great cities 
have been laid in ruins; millions of 
human beings have been killed— 
soldiers, sailors and civilians alike. 
Never before has such widespread de- 
vastation been visited upon God's 
earth and God’s children. 


U.S. NEVER NEUTRAL 


Through these years of war we Amer'i- 
cans have never been neutral in 
thought. We have never been, in- 
different to the fate of Hitler’s victims, 
and increasingly we have become 
aware of the peril to ourselves and to 
our democratic traditions: and institu- 
tions, to our country and to our hemis- 
phere. The revisiogs which I suggest 
do not call for a declaration of war 
any more than the Lend-ayd-Lease Act 
called for a declaration of war. This 
is a matter of the essential defence of 
American rights. In the Neutrality 
Act there are vicious crippling pro- 
visions. 

“The repeal or modification of these 
provisions will not leave the United 
States any less neutral than we are 
to-day, but it will make it possible 
for us to defend the Americas far 
more successfully and to give aid far 
more effectively against the  tre- 
mendous forces now marching 
towards the conquest of the world. 

“We know now that Hitler 
recognises no limitation of any 
zone of combat in any part of the 
seven seas. He has struck at our ships 
and at the lives of our sailors within 
the waters of the Western HemiSphere. 
Determined as he is to gain domination 
of the entire world, he. considers the 
entire world his own battlefield. 
‘‘ Ships of the United States and other 
American Republics continue to be sunk 
not only in the imaginary zone pro- 
ciaimed by the Nazis in the North 
Atlantic, but also in the zoneless South 
Atlantic. 


ARM MERCHANTMEN 

““I recommend the repeal of Section 
6 of the Act of November 4th, 1930, 
which prohibits the arming of shi 
under the American flag engaged in 
foreign commerce. The practice of 
arming merchant ships for civilian 
defence is an old one—it has never been 
rohibited by international law. Until 
1937 it had never been prohibited by 
any statute of the United States. It is 
an imperative need now to equip 
American merchant vessels with arms. 
We are faced not with Em irates, 
but with modern pirates of the sea, 
who travel beneath the surface, or on 
the surface, or in the air, — 
defenceless ships without warning an 
without provision for the safety of the 
passengers or crews. 


EXTREME URGENCY 
“The arming of our ships is a 
matter of immediate necessity and 
extreme urgency. It is hot more im- 
portant than some other crippling pro- 
visions in the present Act, but anxtety 
for the safety of our crews and of the

UNDER U.S. FLAG 


“ Most of the vital goods authorised 
by Congress are being delivered. Yet 
many of them are being sunk, and as 
we approach full production, requiring 
the use of more ships now being built, 
it will be increasingly necessary to 
deliver American goods under the 
American flag. We cannot, and should 
not, depend on the strained resources 
of the exiled nations, Norway and 
Holland. to deliver our goods. Nor 
should we be forced to masquerade 
_American-owned ships behind the flags 
of our sister Republics. 

‘ Í cannot impress too strongly upon 
the Congress the seriousness of the 
military situation that confronts all the 
nations that are combating Hitler. We 
would be blind to realities if we did 
not recognise that Hitler is now deter- 
mined to expend all the resources, and 
all the mechanical force and may-power 
at his command, to crush both Russia 
and Britain. 


AGAINST TIME 


“ He knows that he is racing against 
time. He has heard the rumblings of 
revoit among the enslaved peoples— 
including Germans and Italians. He 
fears the mounting force of American 
aid. He knows that the days in which 
he may achieve total victory are 
numbered. Therefore, it is our duty 
as never before to extend more and 
more assistance, and ever more swiftly, 
to Britain, to Russia, and to all peoples 
and individuals fighting slavery.
